The training camp for young 
farmers of South Alabama, which 
has been in course of construction 
for the past several weeks on the 
Knight place just outside of the 
city limits, and the accompanying 
huge farm rehabilitation project, 


because of the great possibilities 
they offer, ‘The aims and purposes 
of the camp have been very ably 
recounted by Editor C, M, Stanley, 
of The Alabama Journal, and we 
ure reproducing below the editorial 
which appeared in that paper pub- 
lished last: Thursday; 


“COFFEE COUNTY FARMS 

“As work proceeds upon the 
Coffee County subsistence home- 
sleud experiment it becomes more 
apparent that this may prove a 
practical means of reclaiming 
thousands of acres of Alabama's 
idle lands and getting them set- 
tled with self-respecting and am- 
bitious home owners, When Goy- 
crnorv Graves presented the project 
to the Washington authorities they 
quickly saw its possibilities and 
guve approval, In Coffee County | 
59,000 acres of land had been tak-| 
en over by the Federal Land bank 
because of defaulted mortgages. 
It could not be marketed and was 
lying useless, Suggestion was 
made that title to the land be 
transferred to the relief admin- 
istration; that it be divided into 
40-acre and 60-acre tracts; that 
modest homes be built; that young 
married farmers be given oppor- 
tunity to buy these little farms 
and pay the government for them 
on liberal long term eredit terms. 

“These young married men be- 
{ween 18 and 25 years old who 
have been on relief are being given 
six months trial in 


month, $15 of which must be sent 
home to their ramilies. Already 
150 young men have been assign- 
ec work and have started the work 
of reclaiming this government 
land. It is expected that between 
500 and 700 young couples can be 
accommodated ‘with the lands 
available in Coffee County. It is 
significant that the couples so far 
at work on this project have an 
average of two children. The in- 
centive to create a home of their 
own seems to be present in all of 
them, and the results so far have

“This is one of the New Deal 
experiments which has unusual 
promise. It gives opportunity to 
the deserving to become home 
owners without the burdens that 
are so often imposed upon the poor 
who try to buy homes from pri- 
vate concerns upon an installment 
basis. It returns thousands of 
acres of land now idle to service 
and it gives to hundreds of young 
farmers attractive incentive to 
work hard because of the sure re- 
ward that is in store for them. 

“Tt is fortunate that this experi- 
ment is being made on an exten- 
sive scale in Alabama. Its success 
means its spread to other counties 
where publicly owned lands are 
available, and every additional 
successful farm family in Alabama 
adds just that much to the state’s 
meterial and cultural assets. Gov- 
crnor Graves feels sure that the 
experiment is going to be a mark- 
ed success and that it is going to 
spread not only in Alabama but is 
going to be adopted-in many other 
states and have ultimately a de- 
cided influence on the back-to-the- 
farm movement. There are thous- 
ands of families, that wotld like 
to live on a farm if they could 
make a living and if the opportu- 
nity were offered to have one of 
their own. This Coffee County ex- 
periment may point the way that 
these thousands will gladly follow.”

PRESIDENT ANNOUNCES PLANS 
FOR SPENDING HUGE, $4,880,000.) mov, av a io mon 
000 REHABILITATION FUNDS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28. 

Sounding a new note of optim- 
ism, President Roosevelt tonignt 
outlined his work relief program 
to the nation in a speech pledging 
“no sectional, no political distine 
tions” in- distributing the $4,000, 
000,000 fund, 

Speaking from the oval room of 
the White House, the Presiden 
suid that “never since my inaugu- 
ration in Murch, 1988, have 1 felt 


s0 unmistakably the atmosphere 
of recovery,” 
He summoned all citizens to 


keep a watchful eye that the work 
program should be “the most ef- 
ficient and cleanest example of 
public enterprise the world has 
ever seen,” and laid down a six 
pronged diagram of principles to 
govern the spending in his work 
program, Then Mr, Roosevelt 
enumerated a series of legislative 
proposals he expects Congress to 
enact at this session, Topping the 
list was his economic security leg- 
islation, which already has been 
passed by the House, The Presi- 
dent said this measure was inex- 
tricably interwoven with the four 
billion dollar works program, 

The other bills whose enactment 
he called for were those to extend 
and revise NRA; to do away with 
certain types of “unnecessary” 
utility holding companies; to 
broaden the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and extend its regu- 
lation to biises and trucks; and to 
amend the Federal Reserve bank- 
ing laws. 

The chief executive said that 
for the first time in five years re- 
lief rolls had declined instead of | 
increasing during the 
months and that they “are still 
declining.”

"Projects must be allocated to 
localities or relief areas in rela- 
tion to the number of workers on 
relief rolls in those areas,” 

Mr. Roosevelt sketched the ma 
chinery he had set up to earry on 
the work, saying he expected the 
division of applications, whence 
they would go to the allotment dl- 
Vision for a further sifting and al- 
location of the money, 

Afterward, he said, the proper 
Government agency would be noti- 
fled to supervise or carry out the 
work and the progress division, 
headed by Harry L. Hopkins, 
would keep a close watch on the 
purchasing, employment, wages, 
and, finally, the shifting of the 
workers back into private employ- 
ment as rapidly as possible. 

“We are losing no time in get- 
ting the Government's vast work 
relief program underway and we 
have every reason to believe that 
it should be in full swing by Au- 
tumn,” he said. 

The President said there were 
some imperfections in every job 

“There are chiselers in every 
walk of life,’ he added, ‘There 
are those in every industry who 
are guilty of unfair practices, ev- 
ery profession has its black sheep, 
but long experience in Government 
are probably less numerous than 
in almost every other line of en- 
deavor. 

“The most effective means of 
preventing such evils in this work 
relief program will be the eternal

I have been asked by a number 
of papers to tell their readers 
something about the farm tenant 
bill T am sponsoring, and that I

of a condition that has been grow 
ing in seriousness for more than 
50 years, It is not directly the 
fault of the bad landlord or of 
the shiftless tenant. It is the re 
sult of the “system” that has 


grown up over a long period of 
years, and if we want to solve it 
we must begin at once at the root 
of the trouble. We must remove 
the cause. And when we do that, 
many of the social and economic 
ills directly and indirectly 
nected with the tenant system will 
disappear, 

The big trouble with tenancy is 
that the tenant moves too often 
for his own good as well as for the 
social and economie good of the 
community, Average for all ten- 
ants is only 4 years at a place, It 
is next to impossible to build a 
good community when a large part 
of its people move every year or 
so, Naturally, there are some fine

PAVING—Delayed several days 
by incessant rains, trucks began

Creek, A layer of asphalt, ap- 
plied hot, then a layer of slag. 
These will be followed by another 
application of asphalt and another 
layer of slag. A conveyor has 
been installed in the A. C. L. yards 
which transfers the slag from the 
cars with neatness and dispatch.

As @ Senator I have given much 
time to programs to help the 
farmer I have given lots of 
thought to the tenant problem, and 
have come to the conclusion that 
the best way to solve it is to make 
homeowners out of worthy ten- 
ants, There is no use to write 
books and make speeches about 
bad landlords and sh*®tless_ ten- 
ants. That won't get us anywhere, 
The way to meet this problem is 
to help worthy tenunts to buy 
farms that are big enough and 
rich enough to enable them to 
farm for a profit and for the fu- 
ture. t am not in favor of shov- 
ing a tenant off on a little piece 
of submarginal land where he has 
not a chance to make a living. I 
believe in starting him right, and 
on the right-sized farm so that he 
will have a chance to make some- 
thing for himself and his family. 

After much thought on this mat- 
tere I introduced a tenant bill in 
the United Statees Senate. After 
further study and revisions I in- 
troduced a second bill. Represen- 
tative Marvin Jones of Texas in- 
troduced a companion to my sen- 
ate bill in the house. So.we are 
now all united on one bill, the 
purpose of which is to belp worthy 
tenants buy their own farms. And 
if the bill passes we have every 
reason to believe that it will be 
approved by President Roosevelt.

Of course, all tenancy is not 
bad. There are advantages in 
some types of tenancy, and in ten- 
ancy in some parts of the coun- 
try. But as I see it there are three 
big faults to our present general 
tenant system. First, it is hard to 
build the best type of social life 
when people move from place to 
place. 
community life usually suffer in 
communities where tenancy is 
high. 

Second, tenancy is expensive. It 
is costly to move from place to 
place. Economically tenancy is not 
as sound as home ownership. The 
community rating of a home-mak- 
er is usually better than that of a 
tenant. If you are in doubt, ask 
your banker. 

Finally, tenancy is harder on the 
soil than home ownership. Unfor- 
tunately, tenancy is highest in the 
sections where the land is richest. 
For example, tenancy is high in 
the alluvial bottoms of the Missis- 
sippi delta, and in rich fields of 
Towa, Illinois, and Kansas. And 
some tenants almost mine the soil, 
The average tenant is not inter- 
ested in erosion, or in building up 
the fertility of the soil. He has 
little reason to be under the pres- 
ent system. It is simply a case

Some time last year T had quit 
fi lol to say about burning woods 
I stated that the burning of woods 
would not destroy rattlesnakes 
My statement wae challenged by 
f& few newspaper publishers, who 
took the position that the burning 
of woods would tend to destroy 
rattlesnakes, It is now time fot 
rattlesnakes to come out of their 
dens and since they are very dan 


Rerous ino many sections of the 
state IT would like to make a few 
Suggestions as to how they muy 
be destroyed, Rattlesnakes are ul- 
Ways numerous where there are 
gopher holes, They sometimes 
Winter under clay roots und in 
eaves bul in most sections of ou 
slate are neither caves or clay 
roots for them to use There are 


wenerally a few gopher holes on 
all farms and rattlesnakes are al 
ways more plentiful where the po 
pher holes are most plentiful 
Please remember that you gene: 
ally burn off the woods at a time 
of the year when snakes are in 
their dens. The burning of any 
thing on the surface of the ground 
would not destroy snakes which 
are bedded down in gopher holes, 

Even during the spring months 
rattlesnakes remain closely around | 
their winter dens. On cool nights 
they po back into the holes and 
sometimes they will remain in the 
hole for several days at the time. | 
A rattlesnake cannot dig a hole} 
or move dirt, A long handled} 
scoop and a few hours of your! 
time properly used will destroy) 
more rattlesnakes in one season 
than you could destroy by fire in} 
many years, 

IT suggest that you look up each 
fopher hole and pack the mouth 
of the hole full of clean dirt, After 
the hole has been filled you can 
| pack it with your feet and a snake 
!could not possibly come out of 
{that hole unless there is some 
lother opening. If there is a 
pher in the hole he can and will} 
|dig out. Of course, it would 
no gvod to close the hole if 
|Snake is on the outside and for 
| this reason T suggest that you 
| stop all the holes on a cool morn- 
ing. Sometimes a hole will con- 
|; tain one old snake and a dozen or} 
Tf the hole is} 
| properly closed they will all die. 
| The farmers in this section could 
|practically eliminate our rattle- 
snakes if the above suggested plan 
| was systematically followed,

| It will soon be time to put soda 
| around your corn. We have already 
| put soda around our dent corn and 
we follow the rule of putting soda 
) around our dent corn within thir-| 
| ty days after it comes up. Please 
bear in mind that it takes about 
| ten days for your soda to “strike.” 


After your soda “strikes” it will 
last from sixty to seventy-five 
days. If your dent corn is up and 


you put your soda around it on 
the first day of May it will take 
the soda about ten days to “strike” 
and your corn will draw upon the 
tenth of May to 
about the tenth of July. It takes 
dent corn about ninety days to 
mature and you can readily figure 
out when to put soda around your 
dent corn, Always calculate your 
time so the soda will be exhausted 
about the time the corn is ready 
for table use. 

If you plant your field corn the 
first week in March it should be 
in roasting ear condition about the 
first of August, which means that 
you should put your soda around | 
your corn about the twentieth of 
May. From the twentieth of May 
to the first of June is about the 
proper time to soda your field 
corn. We follow the rule of put- 
ting more soda where the land is 
strongest. I have found from ex- 
‘perience that from thirty-five to 
fifty pounds of soda per acre is 
very profitable. If your soil is; 
fertile and there is lots of corn on 
the land you can put more but [ 
do not suggest more than one hun- 
dred pounds per acre. It has been 
customary in this section for many 
years to put soda out in piles by 
each hill of corn and this plan has 
proven very successful. However, 
I believe that it is best to mix 
phosphate or ashes with your soda 
and put it out with a guano knock- 
er. At the present price of soda 
you can not afford to use cotton- 
seed meal and commercial fertiliz- 
er to produce corn.
